SOME INSTRUCTIONS. 


Edward .Mitchell, attorney for the 


southern district of New York, has writ- 
ten a letter to the United States Mar- 
shal and inspector of elections in regard 
to Hheehan'e mat factious, citing tho re- 
vised statutes and telling the marshal 
to instruct each supervisor and deputy 
that wherever there ia any condict be- 
tween the law of the United States and 
the etate, the law ol the United ritatea is 
paramount. 


The marshal is also to inform tho 


supervisor and deputies that the United 
States intends to carry out the urovin- 
ions of section 2010, .Revised Statutes, 
and see that every supervisor and every 
deputy if requested to support him, shall 
be able to take any position behind the 
guard rft.l he sees fit, and any person in- 
terfering with them in any way while in 
performance of tUeir duty they can at 
once be arrested under section 5572, Be- 
vieed Statutes.

rial welfare of the city is jeopardized in 
the interest of vary dirty politics, H SB 
time for good citizens of all classes to re- 


ilt and protest. 
Wo trust that in tho future we will
